British Drink Statistics 
fn the annual analysis of the statistics of 

the liquor traffic in Great Britain for 1894, 
prepared by Dr. Dawson Burns, it appear 
that the total retail cost of the liquor con 
sumed in the United Kingdom in 1894 was 
£138,737,828,as compared with £138,864,829 
in 1893. Theexpenditure in 1594 was thus 
less than in 1893 by £117,001. On spirite 
there was a decrease of £237,767, and on 
wine of £237,236, an aggrezate decrease of 
£525,003, but on beer the-increased ex- 
penditure was £408,002, making the net 
decrease £117,001. As the population of 
the United Kingdom was estimated for the 
middle of 1894 at 33,779,031, (England,

THE FARM. 


Farm-Yard Manures. 

There ig a manure that combines the 
three elemcets, nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash, in very suitable proportions, 
and it is to be regretted that it is not 
found in larger quantities on every farm, 
viz, farm-yard manures, Thus you preceive 
the best, surest, and cheapest material te 
carry on the work of restoration is under 
our direct control. 

Of the excrements of horees,cattle,sheep, 
and swine, according to many careful and 
elaborate analysis, that of the sheep is the 
richest, especially in nitrogen and phoe- 
phoric acid. The manure of the horse 
comes next, being rich in the same constit- 
vents, but owing to ite hot nature i; 
ferments and volatilizes very rapidly, and 
unlesa care is exercised much of its value 
may be lost. Swineand cattle excrements 
follow in the order named. These latter 
are of a much colder nature and according- 
ly do not ferment rapidly. It is quite 
evident, then, that the best way to preserve 
these manures is to mix them together as 
they are made, thus retarding rapid fer- 
mentation and the consequent losses it 
involves. Now from this it appears that | 
the value of the manure will depend toa 


considerable extent on the proportion of 
the various excrements it contains. For 
example, that obtaiued from sheep and 
horses being richer in nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid and fermenting so rapidly, 
would be much better adapted for hot beds 
than if it contained all four mentioned. But 
in considering this point we must not for- 
get that the excrement of cattle is pruduced 
in so much larger quantities that it really 
overbalances the superior richness of sheep 
and swine dung for general use. 

The next thing that affects the value of 
the manure is the kind and quantity of the 
litter used. Many analyses have been 
made of the various kinds of straw, and it 
is generally recognized at present that pea 
straw is the most valuable as it contains 
the highest percentage of potash, which is 
one of the essential elemente of plant food. 
Oat, wheat, and rye follow in the order 
named. There are many others, as leaves, 
sawdust, etc., but straw is the one in gen- 
eral use. Barley straw ie objectionable 
frum the fact that the beards adhere to the 
coat of the animal and spoil ite appearance. 
Wo definite rule oan be laid down as to the 
amount of litter required, but sufficient to 
absorb all the liquid thoroughly and keep 
the animal dry, clean, and warm sbould be 
supplied, The shorter and finer form it is 
in the better for the porpose intended. 

The nature of the will also exert a 

reat influence on the value of the manure. 
For it is reasonable to suppose that it o 
poor ration is fed the excrement will be 
correspondingly poorer, and vice versa ifa 
rich ration is consumed. Many interesting 
and instructive experiments have been 
conducted along these lines, and the 
analyses have invaribly shown that the 
richer or poorer the ration, so the manure 
will be proportionately richer or poorer in 
the elements combined in the food fed. 

We have now come to the consideration of 
the best means of preserving manure. Very 
much has been written on this subject, but 
as yet no very satisfactory or unanimous 
result hes been arrived at, There are, 
nevertheless, a few rules that may be laid 
down for our guidance that will at least 
help us to some extent. 

Very many barn-yards are eo exposed to 
the sun and rain ‘that they aid the one in 
inducing the destructive fermentative pro- 
cesses and the other in washing out the 
more valuable parts in the form of liquid. 
Again, many barn-yards are situated so that 
that they form a natural drain from the 
manure heap. This can generally be 
remedied without much expense or difficul- 
ty. Always have the barn-yard as little 
exposed as possible ; have it on a perfectly 
level piece of ground and have it concave 
and well hollowed out so as to form o 
natural drain from the sides to the center, 
and this will form a reservoir and thus 
effectually prevent loss from washing. It 
is estimated by chemiste that the farmers 
of this province annually allow from one- 
third to one-half of the most soluble and 
certainly from this fact the most valuable 
part of their manure to leach away through 
neglect of these principles. We also know. 
that air or rather the oxygen it contaias 
is one of the chief causes of loss in the 
manure pile. Therefore, we should always 
keep the manure well trampled and com- 

t to prevent ite gaining access. It is 

not desirable to ferment manure in the 
barn-yard very much, if any, owing to the 
serious losses it is likely toincur. That 
can be done with safety and without loss 
in the ground.

Preserving Eggs for Long Periods, 
Namerous methods of pfeserving eggs are 
in use. The idea of all of this is to keep 
air out of the egg, as by such absence of 
oxygen decay cen be arrested for a consid 
erable length of time, especially if the 
eggs ere perfectly fresh at the start and 
are kept in a cool, dark place. The standad 
method, most used by speculators and deal- 
ers, is to put the eggs in limewater. The 
process is as follows, this recipe having

The 
young man, who for convenience may be 
called X, wasof good family, well-to-:io, 
about 25 years old and of strong vitality 
and personality. His manner of life, wi:le 
not absolutley vicious, had been loose, and 
he had contracted the. drinking habit to 
such an extent that when he attempted to 
throw it off he found himself incapabie of 
so doing. Every attempt had been made 
to cure him in vain. The medical history 
is thus set down by Dr. Mason : 

**By constant drinking X had s0 under- 
mi hie healththat he had violent attacke 
of vomitting blood, which in several in- 
stances proved all but fatal. One evening, 
when he had been drinking, he came into 
my office, not intoxicated, but much 
exhausted.

The Most Stupendous Calamity to the 
‘human Race Since the Deluge--Two

The plague which carried off scores of 
thouewnds of Chinese the same epring was 
reckoned an international peril But none 
of those things moved me, for | had been 
an eye-witness of the most stupendous 
calamity to the hurnan race since the deluge 
the cataclyam of Krakatoa, I lived to tell 
the tale, andif therewas any other 


civilized spectator on the spot, of thoee 
dreadful scenes, I have not yet heard ,or 


read his story. Captain Bartlett, of the 


ship Ice King, which sailed throngh the 


Straits of Sunda shortly after the upheaval, 
reported many interesting observations,and 
@ committee appointed by the British Royal 
Society investigated and made an elaborate 
report, I saw what I shali describe. 

About eleven o'clock cn Sunday morning, 
the 13th of May, 18:3, the trouble began 
in the island of Java, All Java, Sumatra, 
and Borneo were convulsed.

Thureday there came a telegraph from 
the city of Anjer, ninety miles away, on 
the northwest coast of Java, that a volcano 
had broken out on the island of Krakatoa, 
sbout thirty miles west of Anjer, in Sunda 
strait. The two oone-shaped ake of 
Krekatoa were familiar landmarks to all 
Voyagere in those watere, They were 
clothed with luxurious vegetation, and 
ooald be seen for miles in any direction. I 
was fe ge: by the Dutch government, 
through tbe vice-admiral then at Batavia, 
to be off to the ecene of action. At four 
o'clock that afternoon, I started witha 
party on a epecial steamer from Batavia,to 
take acfentitic observations. About mid- 
night, wecleared St. Nicholas Point, which 
is the extreme northerly extension of the 
island of Java, next to the straits. As we 
rounded it, we saw ascending from Krakatoa 
about fifty miles away to the southwest, an 
Immense column of fire and what appeared 
to be amoke. The sky was yet clear, for 
the most part, but we could see no apex te 
thie column, whose composition changed as 
we watched it, steaming ail the while 
towardthe island. First it looked like 
flame,and then it would appear to be steam 
and again take the semblance of

inside ofa column of white, fleecy wool. In 
another instant these trailing, whirling mas- 
ses of wool would hang from the very empy- 
rean iteelt. All the while we heard the aulien 
thunderous roar which had been a fearful 
feature of the situation ever since Sunday 
morning, and was now becoming louder, 


trees were found in abundance. Some of 
them were eight or ten feet in diameter,too 
big to cut. When we landed on the coast 


opposite to that along which the river of 


sulphur was discharging, we saw no signs 
of those inhabitants. The waves were 
washing the sandy shores. Four or five 
feet from the water-liue rosea straight 
bank of powdered pumice-stone which was 
rained down constantly from the clouds 
that surrounded the column of fire. Every- 
thing human, everything natural, every- 
thing suggestive of life or growth had been 
annihilated from what had been a beautiful 
landscape. A hideous mask of burnin 
stove and steaming ashes had been pe 
over all. Trees three feet thick, and which 
must have been fifty feet high, were already 
nearly buried, their branches twelve inches 
thick sticking out here and there. Several 
of us landed, and I began walking inland. 
We sunk kaee-deep in the loose pumice; it 
was the consistency of snowand hot, Our 
feet began to blister. 

I climbed paiafully up, walking inland 
in the direction of the crater, which I 
désired to measure with my sextant. At 
the third observation I made, I saw some- 
thing trickling acrossthe mirror of the 
sextant and discovered that the quicksilver 
had melted and run away. R 

I was more than halia mile now from 
the edge of the crater. My ekin was 
roasting and cracking. The roar of the 
flames was so loud as todrown any other 
imaginable noise, save the detonations, 
now and then, of the burstingstones which 
wouid fly into fragmente far up over our 
heads, it seemed, and sift their burning 
dust upon us, For the first three hundred 
feet from the edge ot the crater, the ascend-

| put. my feet mechanically back into the 
printe they had made going up, I shuddered. 
The bottom.of each footprint was red,aglow 
with fire from beneath. Here and there 
on the surface, I saw the tracks of a pig’s 
feet, the creature evidently panic-stricken 
in:its race for life. Every human being, 
‘every animal, every bird on the teland of 
Krakatoa must have perished by that time, 
and if we bad not increased our speed, the 
same fate might have been ours. At last 
| we got aboard again,and from thesteamser’s 
deck I photographed that awful scene, the 
‘fire pump playing all around me the while, 
wetting down the rigging, keeping the 
double awnings moist, and saturating the 
side of the ship; it was the only way to 
keep her from taking fire. That had been 
necessary since daylight. 
The steamer returned to Batavia, the 
roér from the great flame sounding contin- 
ually in our ears, the glare from its fires 
pradoally dimming inthe distance. That 
toar and that glare lasted steadily day and 
night, until the 12th day of August. By 
that time everybody had gotten used to 
jt and nobody spoke of itany more. We 
supposed Krakatoa would burn itself out 
afterawhile and rest again, perhaps for 
snother hundred years. 

In the meantime, I had takenup my 
residence in the city of Anjer, on the 
Strait of Sunda, west of Batavia, It had; 
with ite surroundings from Merak Point to 
Bodjenegoro, about sixty thousand inhabi- 
tante. “lived in avilla, amile back of 
thecity, up the mountain slope. The 
city ley along the margin ofthe sea, the 
houses, of brick and bamboo, being nearly 
allene story high.

I waded on inland in a dazed condition, 
which seemed to last for hours. The high 
road from Anjer to the city of Serang was 
white, and smooth, and easy to follow,and 
I felt my way along it in the darkness, 
Soon after I began this singular journey, I 
met the native postman coming down the 
mountain toward Anjer with his two- 
wheeled mail-cart. This carrier's -vehicle 
was an iron box on an axle, running on two 
wheels, pulled by four posit I told the 
man what had happened and tried to get 
him to turn back, but he would not. I 
reached the city of Serang about four or 
five o’clock that afternoon, after having 
made one stop at a house on the way. 

This residence loomed up on the side of 
the road, offering me, apparently,

I rushed in thinking to find a relief/from 
the intense heat under the shelter ‘of its 
roof, but through the tiles of the flooring, 
little blue flames were flickering as I enter- 
ed, and the house itself seemed like a 
furnace. The subterranean fires were at 
work even there, on the side of the moun- 
tain. Under the mass of flooring or 
masonry, I could not distinguish which, I 
saw the bodyof a woman in native garments. 
1 rushed out horrified from this burning 
tomb. It was the residence, I learned 
afterward, of Controller Frankel, an officer 
of the government ranking immediately 
after the governor himeelf. 

I staggered blindly on my way. When 
I reached Serang, I was taken into the 
garrieon and nursed for twodays. I was 
supposed to be a lunatic. I started up in 
my sleepa half-dozen times in the first 
night, uttering cries of terror. I was 
soothed by drugs and enabled on the third 
day togo to Batavia. Even then the 
extent of the calamity was not known in 
Serang. At Batavia I took the steamer for 
Singapore. 

On my return, some time afterward, to 
the scene of this frightful experience, I 
learned further particulars of the force 
ot the explosion. On Merak Point where 
the government had been blasting rock, 
were an engine and several boilers used 
for compressed air. All of these containing 
compressing air, had been hurled against 
the walls of the quarry, and abeciuteiy 
flattened out like sheete of paper. In 
Lombok,on the southeast coast of Sumatra, 
a wooden man of war belonging to a Dutch 
Government, and two barks of two or 
three hundred tons each, one of them 
loaded with salt, had been thrown one 
hundred and fifty feet up the mountain 
side into the trees by the tidal wave which 
immediately followed the explosicn. For 
days thereafter there was a thick coat of 
white ashes all over the reland of Java,

and crumbled to the touch. Every leaf 
and bit of vegetation had been consumed, 
and every creeping thing and living crea- 
ture blasted and burned up. ‘ix hundred 
miles away it was necessary to burn lamps 
all day, and in the cities of Batavia, Sama- 
rang, and Soerabeya, the carriage lamps 
were needed out of doors, and gas indoors, 
for eome time. 

My investigations showed that there was 
one hundred feet of w.‘er where the city 
of Anjer had been, so shor. a distance from 
my viila, and that the coastline was just 
one and one-half miles further inland. It is 
there thet the city of New Anjer has been 
built,and where all vesseis for China, Japan, 
and Australia report to the lar tele- 
graph station. Part of Prince island, about 
one-third of it, I shouid say, was obliterat- 
ed, and the entire northwest coast of Java, 
including ethe fishing villages, was gone as 
faras St. Nicholas Point. It seemed to 
me to bea very moderate estimate, that 
one hundred thousand lives were jost in 
Java, and one hundred thousand more in 
Lombok bay, on the coast of Sumatra, just 
opposite. Several entire towns were washed 
away there. In Lombok bay the pamice- 
stone floazed 80 thick upon the water that 
it reached a height of thirty-feet, and 
steamers could not penetrate it; eo that it 
was some time before tha news of destruc- 
tion along the Sumatra shores was received 
in Batavia. The Brooklyn, an American 
man-of-war, came steaming into Anjer two 
days after, to report that from her decks 
thousands of broken bamboo houses, car- 
honized bodies, and floating maseee of 
pumice-stone had been observed. At that 
time, the northwest coast of Java wae 
baried under six or seven feet of ashes. 
A year later, an immense lump of pumice- 
stone, undoubtedly cast up by this exzploe- 
ion, was found ing in the Mediterraa-

This statement startled and alarmed 
British people who had always taken it for 
granted that the Egyptian fellaheen were 
prospering under the economic financial 


administration of the British and their 
splendid irrigation policy. Sir Elwin Pal- 
mer, the British financial adviser in Egypt, 
had a careful investigation of the registers 
of the tribunals made in order to set forth 
the trath and the result just published is 
remarkable :

Egypt. If the fellaheen were really 
crushed under intolerable burdens, would 
not this class more than any other be found 
struggling under a desperate joad of in- 
debtedness? But the reverse is the case. 
Of these fellabeen landownere, who torm 
the bulk and backbone of the agricultural 
population, little more than two in every 
100 have mortgaged their amall holdings, 
and of the aggregate holdings of the whole 
class little more than two per cent. are en- 
cumbered. Nor ia there anythirg to cause 
alarm in the situation of the other classes, 
which may be taken as representing the 
more well-to-do peasantry. In no case 
does the proportion of land mortgaged to 
land owned reach eight per cent. and the 
average proportion for the four categories 
into which the owners ofland ranging from 
five to fifty feddans are divided in Sir El- 
win’s report, represents barely five per- 
cent of the indebtedness,

FLOWERS AND THE VOICE. 


Carieus E@ect ef Perfumes on Singers— 
The Vielet the Worst. 

Mise May Yohe has confided to an inter- 
viewer the interesting fact that she cannot 
bear to have flowers near her when 
singing, as their perfume utterly destroys 
her voice. The lady added that she could 
not account for this “curious fact.” The 
effect of flowers on the voice has recently 
excited a good deal of attention in France, 
and Dr. Joal of Mont Dore has published an 
elaborate paper on the subject, Herelates 
a number of cases which have come under 
his own observation in which thickness, 
huskiness, and even complete loss of voice 
are always caused by penetrating odors. In 


some persons it is only the perfume of par- 
ticular flowers that produces this effect ; in 
others the odor of incense or musk, or the 
smelis of the kitchen, tanyard, or smithy

The bad effect of flowers on the vcice is 
so well known among singers that M. Faure, 


‘| Mme. Krause, and other eminent teachers 


caution their pupils against having them in 
their dressing rooms, and a jealous prima 
donna has been known to secure herself 
against the possible triumph of a rival by 
treacherously presenting her with a magni- 
ficent bouquet just before she went on the 
stage. Testimony to the evil effects of 
flowers on the voice is borne by Mme. 
Christine Nilsson and other famoussingers, 
ani by laryngologists like Dr. Fauvel and 
Dr. Gouguenheim of Paris. 

The flower which has the worst reputa- 
tion in this respect is the violet, but there 
is no evidence thavit is really more harmful 
to the voice than other sweet-smelling flow- 
ers, such as the rose, the mignonette, the 
heliotrope, the lily of the valley, the gar- 
denia, the lilac, and the tuberoze. The 
explanation of this curious idiosyncrasy is 
probably to be found in a special sensitive- 
neas of the olfactory mucous membrane to 
the action, mechanical or chemical, of 
certain odorous particles. The mechanism 
is, roughly speaking, congestion of the 
mucous membrane of the turbinate bodies, 
which, it wil] be remembered, is largely 
erectile, followed by reflex vasomoto, 
disturbance of the vocal apparatus, Dr. 
Joal says that the effect manifests itself not 
only in congestion of the nose, nosopharynx 
and larynx, but in paresis of the constrictor 
muacles of the glottis and spasms of the 
bronchial tubes. The respiratory capacity, 
as tested by the spirometer, is notably 
reduced, and the voice not only loses bril- 
liancy and volume, but part of its compass 
and the singer is much more easily fatigued 
than in his natural state. 

The moral seems to be that singers who 
are the subjects of this particular infirmity 


muet banish not only flowers but ail strong 


perfumes from their environment, if they 
wish their voices to be at their dest; in 


particular, they must be careful not to 
accept bouquets from injudicious admirers 
or rival artiste.
